a. Normally boys between the ages of 14 and 19 may apply for admission to the 
Air Force Sohool. 

b« Candidates for admission to the ncnoommissioned officers school must have 
elsanentary school diplomas* while candidates for commissioned officers 
school must have three years of secondary education (gymnasium) * 

The course for commissioned officers is for two years* while the course for 
noncommissioned officers is 26 months. So far two classes have graduated from 
the school. The first graduating class attending the school from 1946 to 1948* 
the second class from 1948 until I960* and the third class* which began in 
I960* will graduate in 1962.
